Rotary delighted with 
bumper year for shop

GOOD causes in and 
around Crewkeme - and in 
some far-flung parts of the 
world - are set to benefit 
from the generosity of the 
town and the efforts of its 
two Rotary clubs. 

Members of the 40-strong 
Crewkeme Rotary Club and 
the 20-strong Crewkeme 
District Rotary Club took it 
in turns to staff the Christ¬ 
mas period charity shop in 
the town centre, which 
opened on November 23rd 
and closed last Saturday. 

Volunteer Sandra Shore, 
of the Crewkeme District 
Rotary Club, told the Week¬ 
ender. “It’s been absolutely 
brilliant. People brought in 
lots of things for us to sell. 

“We’ve had TVs, exercise 
equipment, goalposts, 
books, clothes, shower 
trays, glassware, cameras.” 

She said the single item 
which raised the most 
money for Rotary was a tip¬ 
top condition, four-year-old 
flat-screen television that 
went for £130. 

“People have been really 
quite generous,” she said. 

Roger Fowler, a member 
of the Crewkeme Rotary 
Club, echoed her comments 
and again praised the gen¬ 
erosity of local people. 

He also revealed that 
Christmas 2011 - the fifth 
season mnning that Rotary 
has opened a charity shop 
in Crewkeme - had been a 
bumper year. 

“We have served 4,800 
paying customers over the 
last eight weeks, with a 
footfall (the number of shop

visitors) of 30,000. 

“In the first few days, we 
were so busy that people 
sometimes had a job getting 
in!” 

The Rotary Club team, 
which manned the shop 
during the week, took an 
estimated £13,350 in total, 
while the District team, 
who staffed the shop on 
Saturdays, took an esti¬ 
mated £2,000. 

The money will be dis¬ 
tributed to several good 
causes in and around the 
town, and much further 
afield in the coming weeks. 

Sandra Shore said: “We 
especially try to help small 
organisations in the town 
that are struggling to raise 
money.” 

Mr Fowler said the pro¬ 
ceeds would be shared 
among local organisations, 
including playgroups and 
schools, village halls, hos¬ 
pices, and the Air Ambu¬ 
lance. 

On the international front, 
some of the money will be 
earmarked for Polio Plus,

Rotary’s worldwide cam¬ 
paign to eradicate the dis¬ 
ease once and for all. 

Mr Fowler said the dis¬ 
ease is now found in only 
four countries: Afghani¬ 
stan, India, Pakistan, and 
Nigeria. A quarter of a cen¬ 
tury ago, it was endemic in 



125 countries. 

# The remaining retail 
stock, donated by the peo¬ 
ple of Crewkeme, has been 
given to the Brainwave 
charity.

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New skatepark and multi 
games area for llminster 


RESIDENTS in llminster will 
soon be benefitting from new 
sporting facilities on the recre¬ 
ation ground with the installa¬ 
tion of a multi-use games area 
(MUGA) and a new concrete 
skatepark. 

Complaints about a lack of 
provision for the youth of the 
town have been rife since the 
removal of a skateboard ramp 
which had become dangerous 
after damage by vandals. 

The new equipment, due to 
be fitted in the spring, will be a 
substantial investment by 
llminster Town Council which 
has pledged up to £80,000 to¬ 
wards the project, which is 
likely to cost in the region of 
£140,000. 

Additional funding of up to 
£35,000 has been promised by 
South Somerset District Council 
and it is hoped the council will 
also be successful with other 
grant applications. 

Town council finance chair¬ 
man David Miller said the 
council recognised the substan¬ 
tial economies to be achieved 
by combining these two proj¬ 
ects and decided to press 


ahead with both of them. He 
added: "The council installed 
the original skatepark in 2002 
which proved very popular but 
insufficiently robust. 

"Following our experience we 
are confident that the new 
skateboard equipment will be 
well-used and it also demon¬ 
strates our commitment to the 
younger generation. 

"At a cost of less than 60 per 
cent to the council we are con¬ 
vinced that this represents a 
good deal for the town." 

For this project to be success¬ 
ful it was clear that the opinions 
and support of the teenagers 
who would be the main users 
was needed. 

A productive meeting was 
arranged with councillors, staff, 
and the pupils of Swanmead 
School when pupils articulated 
clearly what they thought was 
needed and were even pre¬ 
pared to help in fundraising. 

Following this the team met 
with manufacturers to listen to 
proposals and discuss require¬ 
ments, with the priority being 
to provide facilities which were 
both safe and sufficiently ro¬ 


bust to stand up to rough 
usage. 

Councillors gave the go- 
ahead for the MUGA following 
the advice of SSDC's play and 
youth facilities officer Adrian 
Moore, who outlined its bene¬ 
fits. 

Mr Moore has been active in 
the creation of new facilities in 
Crewkerne, Chard and Merriott 
over the last two years, where 
additional funding from the 
Lottery and Yarlington Homes 
was obtained. 

Councillor Miller said: "The 
major decision to be made was 
where to place the MUGA. 
There were only two sensible 
options, adjacent to the tennis 
courts or to the skateboard area 
and again, with the advice of 
South Somerset's recreation of¬ 
ficer, the optimum site, with a 
particular emphasis on the 
safety of the users, was identi¬ 
fied. This placed the MUGA be¬ 
tween the skatepark and the 
toilets." 

An official opening of the new 
facilities is due to take place in 
early summer.

Street Pastors work through the

the right direction home. 

They distribute spikeys - special 
straws that prevent bottles from 
being spiked with drugs - and bottles 
of water for the dehydrated.

T O MANY fans it would ap¬ 
pear that the return of Gary 
Johnson is all that is needed 
for Yeovil Town to win games. 

If the reception he received as he 
was introduced to the fans at last 
Saturday's match against Tran- 
mere Rovers was anything to go 
by, then the Glovers need not 
worry about a relegation dog¬ 
fight. 

People remember the last Yeovil 
glory days when Johnson turned a 
famous non-league club into a 
League One outfit with two pro¬ 
motions in three years, and are 
looking for him to once again 
bring back those heady times. 

However things have moved on, 
and whilst chairman John Fry and 
his board of directors steer the 


club through dangerous waters by 
keeping the ship on an even keel, 
money is tight, and the prospects 
of funding new players is not 
good. 

Gates at Huish Park have tum¬ 
bled over the past few years and 
are currently at their lowest since 
the 2001 -02 season; the year John¬ 
son arrived, and Fry has told the 
former Latvian national team man¬ 
ager he will have to fund transfers 
by enticing the crowds back to 
Huish Park. 

The club has lost around a mil¬ 
lion pounds in gate receipts over 
the last three years as the atten¬ 
dances have tumbled by a thou¬ 
sand a week to just above the 
three thousand mark. 

Whilst the economy must be to 


blame for some of the stay away 
fans, as a regular season ticket 
holder I have seen the decline in 
entertainment over the period, 
which to me has been the biggest 
turn-off. 

Whilst you want your team to 
win, you can accept it if you have 
played well and have been beaten 
by a better side. 

Unfortunately this has not been 
the case in recent seasons, and 
many like I no longer look forward 
to going to watch Yeovil, feeling it 
as a sense of duty rather than 
pleasure. 

Everyone went away happy on 
Saturday thanks to Andy Williams' 
winner in the sixth minute of 
added time, and whilst it will take 
time for Johnson to get his squad 


playing the way he wants and 
allow new faces to bed in, it won't 
be easy if Tranmere are an exam¬ 
ple of what is to come. 

Their open attacking perform¬ 
ance almost won them the day 
and if Robbie Weir's shot had not 
kindly bounced off the post back 
into Rob Gilmartin's arms in the 
84th minute, it might have been a 
tearful return. 

It looked that way after eight 
minutes when Nathan Jones'error 
forced Bondz N'Gala to pull the im¬ 
pressive Mustapha Tiryaki back 
and earn a yellow card on the right 
corner of the penalty area. 

The error was compounded 
when Weir drove the ball between 
the edge of the wall and just inside 
the near post; a great shot but
